So long as their army-holds the status it 
docg m.Japancse opinion, no good will ac- 
crue from the military occupation. Tho 
officers, no matter what may be advanced 
to the contrary, have no control over. their 
men, and it is only by ignoring or counte- 
noucing their acts of lust and oppression 
that they hold even the semblance’ of con- 
trol. The soldiers incite and excite ‘the 
villagers to protest on purpose to extermi- 
nate them, nnd their officets aro fully cog: 
nisant of this and hoping to get rapid pro- 
motion, ‘on active” acrvise,” eiidourage | 
their men in deods of brutality. . The. coo- 
lies aro ‘also s strong incitement to the na- 
tives to take up’arms against the invader. 
No one appears to hayo any authority over 
these ruffians, who roam from villago. to 
village bent'on plunder and rapine.
